SOME MILITARY CONVENTIONS. 
An American army officer in uniform is a monu- 
ment to the persistence of army conventionality; 
perhaps we ought to say, to human inertia. 

He wears boots that are hard to get into and 
hard to get out of, intensely uncomfortable in hot 
weather. He may be an aviator, but he wears 
spurs. No matter what the weather or conditions 
of service he wears a tight coat or tunic, with a 
high collar swathing his throat to his chin. 

All this is supposed to give an effect of military 
“smartness.” We should say it gives the effect of 
official military stupidity. 7 
The spurs are a survival of the West Point 
dogma that all officers must be horsemen, a relic 
of past ages and a tribute to the era of chivalry, 
when only the knight was mounted. As a compul- 
sory attachment, worn whether the officer is in the 
saddie, or in a side car, or in an aeroplane, or 
trudging as a pedestrian on some mild errand of 
peace, it is ridiculous. 

It is a vermiform appendix and ought to be 
cut out. 

So are the high collar and heavy, khee high 
boots. Both are opposed to common sense, and 
by creating unnecessary discomfort and fatigue 
make for physical unfitness. War is an intensely’ 
practical affair, and while attention is being given 
to good shoemaking and many other important 
minutie of equipment, why in the world hold to 
these impractical survivals? 

During the recent war the choker collar was dis- 
cussed—and cussed by those who had to wear them 
in the fidid. The sensible British coat, with its low 
collar and convenient*pockets, was an ever present 
reproach to us. 

But the choker remains, and the boots, and the 
spurs. We look upon them not only as foolish in 
themselves byt as symbolic of a characteristic of 
our military thinking which spells trouble in more 
important respects. To hang stubbornly to things

Paper Patty Pans. ° 


We are all after the labor saving 
devices today, and there is no sort of 
device that seems to please some 
housekeepers so much as one which 
saves dishwashing, for which we have 
altogether too much animus. 

The paper case—which is in the form 
of a patty pan—has been used for sev- 
eral years now as a sanitary as well 
as a labor saving device. We get it 
decorated like the china it is used with, 
in a frame as a finger bowl. It is used 
in serving ice cream. Those of the 
smallest sizes are used in packing fine 
candies, keeping off finger prints. The 
straight sided ones have come into use 
for the plate meal. Gravy is served in 
them, the rolly peas, eto. 
| A current article which describes 
how to cook a luncheon without pots 
and pans tells how to prepare in these 
paper cases: Oyster relish, salmon 
souffé, Manhattan muffins, baked po- 
_tato with cheese, curried chicken, car- 
rots in cases, shrimp salad, individual 
lemon meringue pie—"“ a cased menu.”’ 

Any of the souffiés or modern hashes 
may be served in these little dishes. 
For these we need the chopped meat 
or fish or vegetable, a little white sauce 
and seasoning, and an egg or two, the 
whites and yolks beaten separately, 
the white folded in last, bread crumbs 
sprinkled over, better cheese stick 
crumbs, the dish baked until it puffs, 
and served at once. The little case is 
a pretty thing in which to serve small 
cakes and other sweet bonnes bouches.

VERGREENS should not be trans- 
3 planted too early. A week or two 

before Thanksgiving, after the 

summer plants have been stored 
for the winter, will be early enough. 
This is the best time because it gives 
the small, tender evergreens plenty of 
time to harden up their growth in 
preparation for the cold weather, and 
there will be less danger of injuring 
them when they are being transferred 
to tubs and boxes. 2 


Pour out the old dirt used for sum- 
mer plants and refill the boxes or tubs 
with fresh, loamy soil. After the trees 
are set, wet the soil thoroughly. If 
this is done there is usually enough 
moisture to keep the trees alive during 
the winter. 

The evergreens used for such pur- 
poses are from one to two feet in 
height. If planted in window boxes 
they should be set in rows, allowing 
about twelve inches between the plants, 
depending somewhat on size 
and shape of the trees. 

With large windows to be decorated 
the crescent shaped arrangement of 
evergreens is now being used more and 
more. This is done by setting spruce 
trees near the edge of the window and 
gradually tapering toward the center 
with Mugho pine and American vite. — 


Where large specimens are to be 
planted use tubs. If plenty of water is 
used at the time of transplanting there 
is little danger of the trees being in- 
jured by cold weather, even if it freezes 
immediately after they are set in boxes

Here, the 
only murmur audible to this corre- 
spondent is from an eminent first- 
nighter, who inveighs against the pro-

n the second act upon a plank, in- 
stead of upon a cross.

The local serenity is not without its 
reasons. As a spectacle of pagan sin, 
debauchery, violence and lasciviousness 
it is not nearly so wanton as it might 
be. The splendor in which it is dressed 
by the ardent Mr. Gest expiates in a 
way its froward inclinations, and, 
though it is an orgy, its abandoned 
character is alleviated (to the esthetic, 
of course) by its manifold graces of 
color and movement. 

So many people in so many 
postures in so many rich and be- 
wildering costumes, and against so 
spacious and picturesque a back- 
ground, have not, perhaps, been seen 
before in a theater. Its auspices, too, 
are imperial, since it includes among 
its directors such mighty showmen as 
Fokine, the Russian dancing master; 
Swete, the extravaganza king from 
His Majesty's in London; Morris Gest, 
the intrepid and prodigal New Yorker, 
and Mr. Belasco, who, as Mr. Swete 
quaintly remarked, touched the cake 
with his sorcerer’s hand and put the 
icing on it. Icing! 

_The episodes which particularly 
cause the eye to ache with views of 
sporting life in ancient Egypt are 
three. These are the meeting of Deme- 
trios, the chaste sculptor, with Chrysis, 
the leading wild woman of Alexandria; 
the Lesbian dinner dance, given by 
the scarlet Bacchys to the Alexandrian 
underworld and the representation 
of the unclad statue of Aphrodite. The 
first mentioned, from the third row at 
least, is easily the most spectacular. 
Miss Dorothy Dalton, dressed in a gol- 
den shimmer, where she is dressed at 
all, in this scene woos the trembling 
artist with her fleecy charms, adding 
new devices to a profession already full 
of tricks. | 

The lines here are the naked speech | 
of the poetic courtesan;they are spoken 
by the actress musically, and, since 
we are there to hear them, with- 
cut offense. All she asks in return for 
her love is three gifts—Sappho’s mir- 
ror, a comb from the hair of Aphro- 
dite’s high priestess, and a strand of 
pearls from the shrine of the goddess, 
whose statue the artist himself has 
made and with which he is in love. 
The price entails theft, murder, infi- 
delity, and sacrilege. Demetrios, re- 
luctant, decides to pay it, and his trou- 
bles begin. 


Fokine’s principal achievement is in 
the so-called Lesbian ballet, danced in 
this performance by American girls 
and with its principal bacchantes repre- 
sented by young women of Chicago. 
The banquet place is done in an 
igneous and evil red against a back- 
ground of deep violet (if that modest 
word will pardon its use in this con- 
nection), and it is an admirable settirg 
for the accompanying misconduct. 
The music here is by Moussorgsky and 
Glazounow, and the solo dance by Miss 
Vera D’Artelle. They crucify her at 
the finish on a plank kept conveniently 
for such purposes by the wicked 
hostess beneath the dinner table.

GRUNAU THROWS 
UP SPONGE IN 
SWITCH STRIKE 


Admits Fight’s Over as 
Men Leave Him Alone. 
John Grunau last night 


that the “outlaw” railroad vee 
ended. For twenty-four hours after 
the men had voted to return to work, 
he had insisted the count showed a 
majority of about 300 in favor of con- 
tinuing the strike. The men ignored 
his claim and early yesterday began 
flocking to the railroad terminals in 
search of employment. 

“We voted to end the strike,” they 
told railroad officials. ‘‘ We don’t care 
what Grunau says—we're going back 
to work.” 

A few followers of Grunau at- 
tempted to hold the men in line, in- 
sisting the strike vote showed a major- 
ity in favor of remaining out. Grunau 
himself issued a statement that the 
vote in the Chicago district was 21,974 
to WF a in favor of continuing the 
~ e. 


This caused an uproar among the 
rank and file. : 


Question Vote Figures. 
“Where did he get the extra 21,000 
votes?” asked John Mosier, a former 
Milwaukee switchmen. He never 
claimed more than 20,000 when the 
strike was at its height. Who cast

Then 
he made a last appeal. 
“Men, if you go back, won't you 
try to go back so as to keep your or- 
ganization together?” he shouted. 
“We'll stick with Grunau,” some 
shouted. “Come on, boys, let’s stick 
to the man who stuck to us,” yelled 
a lanky individual as he attempted to 
climb a chair. : 
“ Hire a hall—get a horn—you must 
have a good job somewhere,” the crowd 
shouted as a dozen pairs of hands 
pulled him into his seat and squelched
